^ I '''HE  Register  for  1892  and  1893  has  just 
been  issued.  Its  appearance,  subject 
matter,  and  general  arrangement  does  not 
differ  materially  from  previous  years.  The 
summer  course  in  Surveying,  providing  for  in- 
struction in  topographical  and  geodetic  work 
in  the  coal  region  near  Hazelton,  beginning 
August  1 and  lasting  six  weeks,  is  one  of  the 
novelties. 


The  total  number  in  college  is  given  as 
569,  of  which  there  are  39  Graduates,  65 
Seniors,  95  Juniors,  164  Sophomores,  198 
Freshmen,  and  8 Specials.  With  the  Class  of 
’Ninety-two  the  total  number  of  graduates  is 
increased  to  524. 

T N another  column  we  give  a brief  resume 
of  the  foot-ball  season,  together  with  a 
few  statistics  concerning  this  year’s  team. 
A comparison  of  scores  will  not  afford  a just 
basis  from  which  to  review  the  season.  The 
team,  to  begin  with,  had  a reputation  to  sus- 
tain which  had  been  made  by  the  excellent 
teams  of  the  three  preceeding  years.  Ritchey, 
Houston,  and  Wooden  were  the  only  regular 
rush  line  men  who  had  played  previously,  and 
to  find  a man  capable  of  filling  Balliet’s  place 
was  hardly  to  be  expected.  Ritchey,  both  in 
and  back  of  the  line,  and  Roderick  as  half 
back  have  developed  into  reliable  players. 
Hutchinson  toward  the  close  of  the  season  did 
some  excellent  work  as  full-back. 

The  game  lost  to  Lafayette  was  a defeat 
only  in  the  score.  The  team  played  every  bit 
as  good  a game  as  their  opponents,  and  lost 
on  account  of  an  unfavorable  combination  of 
circumstances.  Ordway  played  for  the  first 
time  in  some  weeks,  and  Captain  McClung 
was  unable  to  appear  on  the  field. 

We  can  say  without  reservation,  that  this 
year's  team  was  better  trained  and  understood 
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and  played  the  game  more  thoroughly  than 
any  of  previous  years,  and  great  credit  is  due 
Mr.  Hartwell  for  what  he  has  been  able  to 
accomplish  in  foot-ball  at  Lehigh.  Captain 
McClung  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  success 
with  which  he  established  and  perseveringly 
maintained  the  team  throughout  the  entire 
season,  and  under  so  many  disadvantages. 
The  second  administration  of  the  present 
management  showed  that  the  trust  had  not 
been  misplaced. 

It  is  not  the  proper  time  to  say  much  con- 
cerning prospects  for  next  year.  Ordway  and 
Roderick  will  undoubtedly  uphold  their 
brilliant  records,  and  much  may  be  expected 
of  Hutchinson.  Trafton  and  Budd  should 
improve  by  then,  and  Sheldon  of  last  year’s 
team  is  expected  to  return.  VanCleve,  how- 
ever, will  be  a hard  man  to  replace.  On  the 
whole,  the  out-look  is  as  favorable  as  it  has 
ever  been  at  this  time  of  the  year.  McClung 
will  captain  the  team. 

Again  we  congratulate  the  team  on  the  close 
of  the  season,  and  assure  them  that  their 
efforts  have  been  appreciated. 

r I ^HE  choosing  of  a course  of  study 
at  college  is  perhaps  one  of  the 
most  important  questions  for  a young  man  to 
decide — and  it  is  by  no  means  an  easy  ques- 
tion. One’s  whole  after  life  depends  more  or 
less  upon  this  vital  decision — or  at  least  it 
should ; for  ever  so  much  more  can  be  attained 
in  college  by  having  a definite  object  in  view, 
and  in  concentrating  the  efforts  to  that  end. 
Time  is  often  wasted  by  changing  from  one 
course  of  study  to  another  until  one  is  found 
to  suit  the  fancy;  and  there  is  serious  doubt 
as  to  whether  such  changeable  persons  can  be 
suited.  This  is  especially  true  of  a technical 
or  prefessional  course,  for  the  studies  therein 
required  are  principally  adapted  to  one’s 
following  the  course  as  a vocation.  So  it  is 
obvious  that  if  a man  spends  four  or  five  years 
of  his  time  in  studying  engineering  and  then 
commences  to  study  medicine,  or  gives  up  law 


to  study  chemistry,  he  has  made  a fatal  mistake 
and  has  been  set  back  in  his  life  nearly  as 
many  years  as  he  employed  in  the  wrong 
study. 

But  this  only  applies  to  the  technical  and 
professional  courses,  not  to  a liberal  or  general 
one.  When  the  time  can  be  had,  one  may 
with  great  profit  spend  four  years  in  acquiring 
a liberal  education  in  the  arts  and  sciences, 
and  nothing  is  to  be  more  highly  recommended. 
It  does  not  concern  itself  with  what  utilitarian 
purpose  it  can  be  put  to,  but  it  is  an  ascertained 
fact  that  one  is  then  the  better  prepared  to 
specialize  in  a science  or  adopt  a profession. 
He  who  has  studied  philosophy  and  literature 
has  simply  broadened  his  intellect  and  is  that 
much  more  of  an  educated  man.  Someone 
has  said  that  every  man  that  learns  another 
language  doubles  himself.  The  same  may  be 
said  of  a science  or  any  of  the  liberal  studies, 
and  every  one  conquered  makes  the  next  one 
the  easier. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  next  term  the 
freshmen  branch  off  into  their  respective 
courses,  and  it  now  becomes  quite  important 
for  them  to  settle  definitely  and  wisely  upon 
what  one  to  take.  It  is  not  for  us  to  state 
what  each  course  is  like  and  its  merits,  but  it 
is  the  duty  of  each  man  to  inquire  into  it  be- 
fore deciding.  Many  make  the  mistake  of 
starting  in  the  wrong  course,  and  failing  to 
take  pleasure  in  the  work,  the  unmistakable 
consequence  is  that  they  either  drop  out  of 
college  or  lose  much  time  in  taking  up  another 
one.  Of  course,  this  does  not  apply  to  those 
who,  having  followed  certain  pursuits  before 
entering  college,  continue  to  study  in  the  same 
line.  They  undoubtedly  get  the  most  benefit 
out  of  their  college  course  for  having  had 
some  practical  knowledge,  they  are  the  better 
prepared  to  see  the  value  of  their  studies.  It 
is  of  utmost  importance  that  one  has  a clear 
idea  of  what  he  is  to  study  and  what  the  study 
leads  to;  that  he  start  right,  and  having  started 
right,  it  will  be  the  easier  to  keep  right.  First 
enjoy  the  work,  concentrate  the  efforts  and 
mind  to  it,  and  there  is  little  doubt  but  that 
one’s  college  course  will  be  crowned  with 
success.

FOOT=BALL. 

/\  PERFECT  November  day,  a thousand 
•*-  ^ yelling  enthusiasts,  a wealth  of  pretty 
maidens  in  the  grand  stand,  above  all,  a vic- 
tory for  the  Brown  and  White  ; these  are  what 
made  Saturday,  Nov.  19,  a day  of  rare  enjoy- 
ment for  Lehigh  men.  It  was  a battle  royal, 
science  pitted  against  weight,  unity  of  action 
against  brute  strength.  Lafayette  came  up 
fully  expecting  to  duplicate  her  victory  of  two 
weeks  before  and  realizing  that  it  would  be 
years  before  she  would  again  get  such  a chance 
to  wipe  out  old  scores.  Lehigh,  her  captain 
back  in  his  old  place,  fought  with  the  confi- 
dence that  perfect  coaching  gives,  and  won. 

Captain  Voight  won  the  toss  and  Lafayette 
opens  with  spirit.  A series  of  short  rushes  by 
Fenstermacher,  Wilson  and  Smith  carry  the 
ball  to  within  twenty  yards  of  the  Lehigh  goal 
posts.  Will  Lafayette  score?  It  looks  as 
though  she  must,  but  still  the  long  notes  of 
Lehigh's  rolling  cry  peals  out  from  the  bleach- 
ers. The  maroon-legged  backs  hurl  them- 
selves against  Lehigh’s  center,  a rolling  wedge 
is  tried  ; it  is  in  vain,  the  line  holds  firm  and  it 
is  Lehigh’s  ball  on  downs.  Hutchinson  makes 
one  of  his  long  punts  and  the  danger  is  avert- 
ed. Then  the  scene  of  battle  is  transferred  to 
the  center  of  the  field  where  the  ball  goes  up 
and  down  uncertainly.  It  is  lost  and  regained. 
Houston  and  Roderick  make  small  gains. 
During  all  this  time  Voight  for  Lafayette  and 
VanCleve  and  McClung  for  Lehigh,  are  tack- 
ling hard,  low  and  sure.  Finally  the  ball  is 
in  Lehigh’s  possession  near  the  middle  of  the 
field.  Then  comes  Lafayette’s  first  surprise. 
Hutchinson  drops  back  as  though  for  a kick, 
a double  pass  to  Ordway  and  the  tall  hali-back 
goes  thirty  yards  around  the  right  end.  For 
a few  plays  no  material  gains  are  made.  Mc- 
Sparran  tackles  well.  Lafayette  is  fighting 
hard.  Then  the  bluff  kick  and  criss-cross 
trick  is  repeated  and  the  auburn  haired  Rod- 


erick is  seen  skirting  the  right  end  for  a touch- 
down. Hutchinson  fails  to  kick  goal. 

Lafayette  puts  the  ball  in  play  with  the 
usual  V,  but  it  is  soon  lost  on  a fumble  by 
Smith.  Then  Roderick  carries  the  leather 
over  five  white  lines,  to  which  Houston  and 
Ordway  add  small  gains.  With  the  ball  on 
Lafayette’s  thirty-five  yard  line  a field  goal  is 
missed  by  Hutchinson  by  only  a few  feet.  A 
touch-in-goal  results  and  the  pigskin  is  brought 
out  to  the  twenty-five  yard  line.  After  Wilson 
has  made  a run  of  fifteen  yards,  Voight  calls 
Gailey  back  of  the  line  and  he  sends  his  enor- 
mous weight  crashing  in  between  guard  and 
tackle.  But  only  a small  gain  results  and  on 
the  second  attempt  the  big  tackle  loses  the  ball 
by  fumbling.  But  the  Easton  men  have  taken 
a brace  and  the  play  becomes  fierce.  Good 
tackling  on  both  sides  prevent  any  but  small 
gains.  Voight  is  a tower  of  strength  for  La- 
fayette, while  VanCleve  and  Chamberlain  are 
tackling  as  never  before  ends  tackled  at  Le- 
high. But  after  about  ten  minutes  play  the 
ball  is  forced  up  to  the  Lafayette  thirty-five 
yard  line.  Then  comes  Lafayette’s  second 
surprise.  Hutchinson  drops  back.  It  is  sure- 
ly another  feint,  for  the  ball  is  away  over  on  the 
north  side  of  the  field  and  a try  at  goal  seems 
foolish.  But  no!  a moment  of  suspense,  the 
ball  is  passed  back  to  Hutchinson,  the  Brown 
and  White  line  braces  itself  for  one  of  those 
efforts  in  which  every  ounce  of  weight  is  used 
and  the  strength  gained  by  months  of  training 
is  exerted;  the  clever  full-back  puts  his  toe  to 
the  ball  and  it  sails  majestically  up,  over  the 
heads  of  the  amazed  Lafayette  rushers,  over 
the  thirty-five  or  more  yards  of  greensward 
and  directly  through  the  Lafayette  goal  posts. 
Score:  Lehigh  9,  Lafayette  o. 

After  Fenstermacher  had  made  fifteen  yards 
out  of  the  V the  ball  goes  to  Lehigh  on  downs 
and  soon  after  the  first  half  ends. 

Lehigh  opens  the  second  half  by  sending 
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Hutchinson  twelve  yards  out  of  the  V.  But 
no  more  gains  are  made  and  the  ball  is  lost  on 
downs.  Then  the  leather  changes  hands  sev- 
eral times  but  remains  near  the  middle  of  the 
field.  The  play  is  very  even.  Gailey’s  run- 
ning and  tackling  is  noticeable,  while  Wooden 
distinguishes  himself  by  getting  the  ball  on  a 
fumble.  A kick  of  Hutchinson’s  is  blocked 
and  the  ball  is  in  Lehigh’s  territory.  Here 
Lafayette  begins  to  use  the  whirling  wedge 
very  frequently.  It  is  not  as  successful  as 
usual.  This  is  mainly  due  to  Trafton’s  work, 
his  breaking  through  and  tackling  are  also 
phenomenal.  He  is  playing  horse  with  Hart 
and  twice  in  succession  does  he  get  through 
and  throw  the  runner  five  or  more  yards  back 
of  the  line.  Finally  Smith  kicks,  the  ball  is 
given  to  Lafayette  on  a foul  and  Lehigh’s  goal 
line  is  threatened.  But  now  comes  the  play 
of  the  game.  Lafayette  works  her  usual  mass 
play  and  with  seeming  success.  The  confused 
group  of  slayers  are  slowly  moving  up  the 
field  and  every  spectator  knows  that  some- 
where in  that  struggling  heap  of  arms  and  legs 
is  a Lafayette  back  bearing  the  ball,  being 
pushed  toward  the  goal.  But  suddenly  out 
of  the  rush  comes  Ordway,  the  leather  securely 
tucked  under  his  arm.  Swiftly  he  sprints 
toward  the  wes.t  goal.  Gailey  makes  a des- 
perate attempt  at  tackle  but  is  well  blocked 
by  Roderick.  Edwards  chases  after  him 
despairingly,  but  it  is  useless.  The  ball  is 
touched  down  behind  Lafayette’s  goal.  Then 
a shout  goes  up  such  as  is  never  heard  except 
at  a foot-ball  game.  Hats  and  canes  go  into 
the  air  and  strong  men  yell  themselves  hoarse. 
Up  on  Shanty  Hill  the  goats  stop  chewing 
their  cud  and  turn  a startled  eye  on  the  yell- 
ing multitude  below.  Over  on  the  steps  of 
Packer  Hall,  Jim  hears  the  shout  and  gazes 
down  with  wistful  look,  while  an  Easton  Fresh- 
man, as  he  mournfully  eyes  his  empty  pocket- 
book  and  fingers  his  car  ticket  to  see  if  that  at 
least  is  left  to  him,  is  heard  to  murmur  softly, 
“ Where  am  I at  ? ” 

The  story  of  the  remainder  of  the  game  is 


soon  told.  Lafayette  puts  the  ball  in  play, 
is  soon  forced  to  kick  and  then  gets  the  ball 
again  near  Lehigh’s  goal.  From  here  the  ball 
is  worked  up  to  the  line  by  using  the  wedge, 
and  on  short  rushes  by  Wilson  and  Smith. 
Then  the  latter  is  pushed  over  in  a mass  play. 
The  goal  is  kicked  and  soon  after  time  is  call- 
ed with  the  score  remaining:  Lehigh  15,  La- 
fayette 6. 

Thus  ended  what  was  perhaps  the  best  play- 
ed game  ever  put  up  by  a Lehigh  team.  The 
interference  was  excellent  and  not  a single 
fumble  was  made.  The  work  of  the  men  as 
given  in  detail  speaks  for  itself  and  no  indi- 
vidual mention  need  be  made. 

For  Lafayette  Voight  played  the  best  game. 
Gailey  ran  well,  but  as  usual  displayed  a ten 
dency  to  lose  the  ball  when  tackled.  The 
teams  lined  up  as  follows  :

LEHIGH,  21  ; PITTSBURG  ATHLETIC  CLUB,  O. 

Three  thousand  people,  despite  the  severity 
of  the  weather,  turned  out  to  witness  the  con- 
test between  Lehigh  and  the  team  of  Pittsburg 
Athletic  Club.  It  was  an  easily  pleased  crowd, 
keenly  appreciative  of  good  plays,  regardless  of 
which  side  made  them.  The  Brown  and 
White  received  a cordial  reception.  Away 
over  in  one  side  was  a group  of  old  Lehigh 
men  who  made  their  team  feel  quite  at  home 
by  the  force  which  they  brought  out  their 
Alma  Mater’s  slogan,  while  often  the  crimson 
and  white  umbrellas  of  the  members  of  the 
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P.  A.  C.  were  waved  in  graceful  recognition 
of  the  brilliant  play  of  the  Lehigh  backs. 

As  was  expected,  Lehigh  went  up  against 
a heavy  team.  Nor  was  it  strong  merely  by 
reason  of  its  weight.  The  Pittsburg  men 
know  how  to  play  foot-ball,  and  with  a little 
more  team  work  and  better  tackling  would 
make  matters  extremely  interesting  for  any 
team.  Several  names  familiar  to  Lehigh  men 
appear  on  their  list  of  players,  among  which 
Martin  is  the  most  prominent.  Stories  of  the 
phenomenal  work  that  this  great  centre  used 
to  do  for  us  are  still  current  on  the  campus. 
Ritchey,  too,  played  foot-ball  in  the  old  days 
and  wore  the  Brown  and  White. 

Pittsburg  won  the  toss  and  opened  with  a 
V,  making  ten  yards.  Then  Brown  bucked 
the  line  for  a small  gain.  But  they  failed  to 
advance  the  ball  farther  and  Lehigh  was  given 
the  leather  on  four  downs.  Then  Hutchinson 
punted  away  down  to  the  P.  A.  C.’s  thirty 
yard  line.  Dibert  catches  the  ball.  The 
whirling  wedge  gives  the  Smoky  City  men 
two  yards,  but  they  fail  to  buck  the  line  and 
on  the  third  down  kick.  Hutchinson  caught 
the  ball  and  ran  thirty  yards,  but  the  referee 
decides  that  he  heeled  the  catch  and  the  ball 
is  brought  back.  Soon  Ordway  is  given  the 
ball  and  the  crowd  is  given  a fore-taste  of 
what  is  to  follow.  Protected  by  McClung,  he 
runs  twenty  yards  around  the  left  end  before 
he  is  tackeld  by  Aull.  The  ball  was  then 
given  to  Pittsburg  on  holding  in  the  line,  but 
Dibert  is  forced  to  punt.  Ordway  catches  and 
makes  a fine  dash  of  thirty  yards.  Then  the 
bluff  kick  and  double  pass  is  used,  and  before 
the  East  End  men  recover  from  their  surprise 
Roderick  has  run  thirty  yards  around  the 
right  end  for  a touch-down.  No  goal  was 
kicked. 

Pittsburg  put  the  ball  in  play  with  Deland’s 
flying  wedge  for  a gain  of  fifteen  yards.  But 
the  Bethlehem  men  soon  get  the  ball  and 
great  runs  of  twenty  and  forty  yards  re- 
spectively by  Ordway  and  Roderick  score  a 
second  touchdown.  The  try  at  goal  failed. 
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The  ball  is  brought  to  the  centre  and  the  P. 
A.  C.  make  fifteen  yards  on  the  V.  But  soon 
the  ball  is  worked  up  to  their  thirty  yard  line. 
PI  ere  Hutchinson  is  called  upon  and  he  makes 
a splendid  goal  from  field.  Score:  Lehigh  13, 
Pittsburg  o. 

The  Pittsburg  men  again  use  the  flying 
wedge  effectively  to  put  the  ball  in  play  and 
gain  about  ten  yards.  This  with  short  gains 
by  Brown  and  a punt  by  Deibert  carries  the 
ball  to  Lehigh's  thirty-five  yard  line.  But 
here  it  is  lost  on  a fumble  and  long  runs  by 
Roderick  and  Ordway  carry  the  spheroid  to 
within  five  yards  of  the  goal  posts.  Hutch- 
inson is  then  pushed  over  the  line.  As  usual, 
the  slippery  ball  was  not  kicked  between  the 
posts.  The  first  half  ended  with  the  ball  in 
Lehigh’s  possession.  Score:  Lehigh  17,  P. 
A.  C.  o. 

The  Smoky  City  men  put  up  a better  game 
in  the  second  half  and  prevented  Lehigh’s 
running  up  a large  score.  Lehigh  opens  with 
a V but  soon  loses  the  ball.  Then  short  gains 
by  Lawler,  Brown  and  Deibert,  and  a liberal 
use  of  wedge  plays,  work  the  ball  up  to  Le- 
high’s thirty-five  yard  line.  But  here  the  ball 
is  fumbled  and  Roderick  drops  on  it.  It  is 
soon  taken  down  the  field  and  after  short  gains 
by  Houston,  Ordway,  and  Hutchinson  is  on 
Pittsburg’s  ten  yard  line.  Here,  by  good 
tackling,  Lehigh’s  progress  is  stopped,  the  ball 
goes  to  the  P.  A.  C.  and  Deibert  kicks  to  the 
centre  of  the  field.  After  good  gains  by  Rod- 
erick, Ordway  is  given  the  ball  on  a criss-cross 
and  makes  a splendid  run  of  forty  yards  or 
more  around  the  left  end,  scoring  a touch-down. 
Time  was  called  soon  after  with  the  ball  in 
Pittsburg’s  possession.  Score:  Lehigh  21, 
Pittsburg  Athletic  Club  o. 

It  was  a well  played  game.  An  inch  or 
more  of  snow  was  on  the  ground,  yet  there  was 
very  little  fumbling.  The  ball  was  very  wet 
and  slippery  and  this  accounts  for  the  failure 
to  kick  goals  after  touchdowns.  Hutchinson’s 
punting  gained  many  a yard  while  his  goal 
from  field  was,  considering  the  state  of  the  ball, 
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simply  phenomenal.  The  bluff  kick  and  dou- 
ble pass  was  worked  to  perfection,  and  time 
and  again  Ordway  and  Roderick  made  long 
runs  around  the  ends  on  it.  McClung’s  inter- 
ference was  a feature  of  the  game,  as  was  also 
the  end  play  of  Chamberlain  and  Van  Cleve. 

For  Pittsburg,  Brown,  an  old  Cornell  player, 
played  a star  game.  He  made  good  gains 
unaided  by  interference.  Martin  put  up  a 
good  game  at  centre,  though  he  was  hard 
pressed  by  Wooden.  With  the  exception  of 
C.  Aull,  the  entire  Pittsburg  team  were  weak

NEW  YORK  ALUITNI  BANQUET. 

OUITE  a number  of  undergraduates  who 
_ were  in  New  York  on  Thanksgiving

I 'Vj  the  Graduates  of  Lehigii:  A year 
ago  last  June,  at  the)  Alumni  Meeting, 
there  was  a discussion  regarding  the  proper  sort 
of  a testimonial  tojbe  made  by  the  members  of 
the  Association  and,  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Hopkins,  ’82,  the  whole  affair  was  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee  with  instructions  to 
report  at  the  next  meeting  (June,  ’92).  The 
committee,  however,  did  not  comply  with  the 
motion,  adopted,  but  sent  out  an  unauthorized 
circular,  asking  for  subscriptions  to  a statue  to 
Judge  Packer.

I am 
asked,  therefore,  by  a large  number  of  the 
members  of  the  Association,  to  issue  an 
address  to  those  who  have  been  here  in  the 
past,  and  to  ask  them  to  withhold  their  sub- 
scriptions till  a forthcoming  address  can  be 
sent  to  each  member,  giving  another  scheme 
for  the  use  of  $15,000,  or  more,  in  a manner 
more  fitting  to  the  Association,  and  preemi- 
nently useful  to  the  University.  They  will 
then  be  in  a position  to  judge  of  the  merits  of 
both  schemes.  The  new  scheme  will  provide 
a “Fitting  monument  to  Judge  Packer”  of  a 
sort  that  he  would  thoroughly  approve,  and, 
at  the  same  time,  place  Lehigh  in  the  front 
rank  of  American  colleges.

The  Quarterly  appears 
at  its  best  when  it  offers  technical  articles 
which  are  the  result  of  the  work  and  research 
of  Lehigh  men;  judging  the  present  number 
from  this  standpoint  we  believe  we  can  safely 
say  that  it  is  the  best  issue  that  has  yet 
appeared. 

The  initial  article,  “The  Reading  Combina- 
tion from  the  Standpoint  of  the  Miner,”  by 
Prof.  Williams,  is  one  in  which  the  writer  con- 
siders the  now  famous  “combine”  from  a new 
light.  The  conclusions  reached,  that  the  com- 
bination works  for  the  benefit  of  the  miner,  are 
ably  argued  throughout  and  the  entire  paper 
will  appeal  strongly  to  those  interested  in 
mining  and  economic  problems.  "The  Deter- 
mination of  the  Eccentricity  of  a Sextant,”  by 
Mr.  Eric  Doolittle,  ’91,  is  carefully  written 
and  will  afford  a most  valuable  contribution  to 
field  astronomy.  Mr.  Joseph  Barrell,  ’92, 
treats  upon  the  subject  of  “ Crystal  Drawing" 
in  a way  which  will  make  the  article  of  great 
assistance  to  those  interested  in  crystallography. 
As  but  little  has  been  written  upon  this  sub- 
ject, Mr.  Barrell’s  notes  will  be  doubly  appre- 
ciated. Mr.  F.  A.  Coleman,  ’92,  gives  a de- 
scription of  the  “Manufacture  of  Portland  Ce- 
ment,” and  speaks  particularly  of  the  natural 
cements  of  the  Coplay  or  Lehigh  district.  The 
paper  is  well  written,  and  treating  as  it  does,  of 
an  article  of  great  importance  in  engineering 
structures,  it  will  be  read  with  interest  by  all 
technical  students.  Mr.  Joseph  W.  Richards 
has  translated  from  the  German  of  A.  Jarolimek, 
in  “ Der  Stein  der  Weisen,”  a paper  on  “ Alu- 
minium and  Diamonds,”  and  Mr.  B.  C.  How-
